When  Christ  wished  (o  n-bulce  the  self- 
ish ambiiiuri  of  his  diHciples,  he  took  a 
litile  child  and  "set him  in  tht  midst  of 
them."  From  that  child  they  were 
taught  a  lesson  of  unselfishness  and  Iju- 
milily. 

So  our  Heavenly  Father  nov?  sots  lit- 
tle children  in  our  houses  to  be  our  teach- 
ers, as  well  as  to  be  taught  themselves. 
No  homo  is  complete  withcut  child- 
music  to  enliven  it,  and  littbi  faces  to 
light  up  its  apar'.ments.  Never  was  there 
a  cottage  so  humble,  or  so  moagro,  but 
that  it  could  be  made  cheerful  by  the 
crow  and  chirrupof  infant  gladness.  And 
we  have  seen  a  magnificicenl  mansion 
that,  with  all  its  rosewood  and  v^elvet,  its 
pictures  and  marbles,  was  vet  sadly 
empty,  for  no  crib  stood  in  its  sumtuous 
chambers,  and  no  child  voice  ranir  thro' 
its  lofty  halls.  No  house  is  a  "furnish- 
ed house"  until  God  throudi  1  is  lovinir 
kindness,  sets  a  littlo  child  in  the  midst 
of  it. 

Bear  iu  mind  th«t  the  littlo  one  is 
placed  there  to  teach  us.  their  parents,  as 
to  be  trained  themselves.  What  lessons 
they  impart  to  us,  what  exhibitions  of 
our  own  faults,  what  spiritual  discipline  I 
They  are  not  sinless  cherubs,  or  they 
would  not  teach  us  so  much  ;  we  are  not 
sinless  Adams  or  Eves,  or  else  wo  should 
not  BO  much  need  to  be  tautrht. 

One  of  the  first  lessons  they  give  us  is 
PATIENCE — a  virtue  that  some  of  us  are 
slow  in  requiring.  But  who  can  teach 
it  better  than  a  helpless,  dependent,  and 
often  wayward  child  ?  Through  long, 
wakeful  nights  the  peevish  cry  of  the  lit- 
sufforer  means,  "Bear  with  me,  mother  ! 
I  know  no  better.  I  can't  help  it.  1 
can't  be  any  lighter  to  carry  ;  or  anv 
quieter  under  the  dartingsofpaia's  sharp 
needles.  You  must  bear  it  with  me." 
Every  year  is  ayear  of  added  instructions. 
Is  the  youngster  slow  and  dull  over  his 
books?  Then  be  patient.  If  i;  is  hard 
to  get  the  truth  in,  it  will  be  larder  to 
get  it  out.  "Why  do  you  tell  tiiat  child 
the  same  thing  a  dozen  times  ?"  said  the 
father  of  John  Wesley  to  his  p«tr8cvere- 
ing  mother.  "Because,"  replied  the 
shrewd  woman  "all  the  other  eleven 
times  will  go  for  nothing  unless  I  sue- 
ceed  at  the  twelfth." 

We  do  not  know  whether  it  requires  more 
patience  to  get  on  with  mircurial,  quick- 
tempered children,  or  with  slov-witted 
ones.  Both  require  forbearance  and  care- 
ful handling.  Both  can  drill  us  into  pa- 
tience.    How  patient  God  is  witi  wilful 


A  ROMANCE  OF  THE  WAR. 

In  the  absence  of  any  war  news,  the 
correspondents  are  turning  their  atten- 
tion to  ihe  quieter  incidents  of  military 
life.  One  of  them  details  the  followiag 
little  romance,  which  will  offord  ground 
enough  for  the  efforts  of  half  a  dozen 
novelists.

Tho  rebel  General  Early  has  condo- 
ceudod  to  write  a  letter,  explaining  why 
ho  burned  tho  town  of  Chambersburg. 
From  iho  lauo-uaijo  of  tliis  roinarkablo 
document  one  miglit  almost  infer  tliat  tho 
burning  of  Cluiniberbburg  was  simply  in- 
tended as  a  moasure  of  retaliation,  and 
that  it  was  poi formed  "more  in  sorrow 
tlian  in  anger." 

The  substance  of  hij  indictment  of  the 
North  may  bo  thus  summed  up  :  Firstly, 
that  General  Hunter,  in  his  late  raid  to 
Lynchbiirk,  **  caused  widespread  ruin 
wherever  he  passed."  Secondly,  tliat  a 
email  tannery  in  sight  of  General  Meade's 
headquarters  was  bnrncd  by  "  tho  army." 

Thirdly  that  "they  havo  burned  the 
residence  of  Andrew  Hunter,  near  Charl- 
cstown,  with  all  its  contents,  requiring 
his  family  to  stand  by  and  witness  tho 
destruction  of  their  home:  Thei/ did  the 
same  with  tho  house  of  Edmund  J.  Lee, 
near  Shepardstown,  and  repeated  it  on 
the  buildings  of  Iloii.  Alexander  II.  Bo- 
teler.  Whether  " /Aty  "  ^rero  lebel  gu- 
errillas, however,  anxious  for  plunder, 
Btragglors  from  either  hvnny  bent  upon

I 
therefore  sent  him  to  Pennsylvania,  with 
written  instruction  to  demand  of  the  au- 
thorities of  Chambersburg  a  sum  which 
would  be  sufficient  to  indemnify  thoso 
"•qntlemcn,  and  also  pay  some  other  dam- 
ages which  I  specified  in  the  order  ;  and 
on  default  !n  their  compliance  ho  was 
instructed  to  burn  the  town,  on  which  1 
learn  was  dore  I  was  very  reluctant,  and 
it  was  a  most  disagreeable  duty  to  inflict 
such  damago  upon  theso  citizens  ;  but  I 
deemed  it  an  imperative  necessity  to 
sh.ow  tho  people  of  the  federal  States  that 
this  war  has  tw.'>  sides.  I  h-^pe  anp  bo- 
Mevo  it  h'Vfi  had,  aod  will  ii.-n'c,  a  good  ef- 
fect."

Tlie  news  of  the  week  has  been  of  tlie

Gen.  Sheridan  has  routed   Gen.  Earl;

Sheridan,  at 
last  account,  was  still  pursuing  Euly, 
and  has  captured  IG  guns  and  30,000 
prisoners  during  the  last  thirty  days. —

rorted  as  moving  to  E^!l)''s  aid. 

Official  returns  frotn  475  towns,  cities 
and  plantations,  in  Miine,  or  nearly  the 
whol«  Siate  foot  up.
